Orchardists Will 
Suffer In County 


Contra Costa orchardists will suf- 
fer heavily unless a more than nor- 
mal rainfall soon drenches dried and 
parched ground, Farm Advisor A. 
M. Burton declared yesterday in a 
review of conditions. facing farm- 
ers, orchardists and cattlemen as a 
result of the long drought, unprece- 
dented in this country in a dozen 
years. 

Grain scrdps Burton described as 
being on. “the ragged edge,” par- 
ticularly ‘early plantings: Sheep he 
described as ip “bad shape” althougit 
his observations generally convinc- 
ed him that sheep raisers have an 
anxilfary. isupply te - natural forder, 
which ig *éxtremely- short. In the 
Grentwood: district some. sheepraisers 
have been forced to take their flocks 
to the islands of the Sacramento dcl- 
ta district: 

' “The geriousness of the situation 
cannot be denied or lessened,” Bur- 
ton declared. .“Orchardists would 
benefit immensely by a- rain now 
while continied lack of rain would 
come near being calamitous.” 

Impressed by the plight facing 
farmers “and orchardists Burton is 
urging farmers to irrigation, where 
it is possible, arid closer pruning of 
trees. In. the case of young trees; 
if no otter coursé can. be pursued, 
Burton urged that orchardists utilize 
& wagon and barrels, placing from 
10 to 15 galldns of water at each 
tree. Close pruning and thinning 
of the..load on trees will reduce 
crops bug,.a better crop will result 
from the, amount of sustenance avail- 
able than Otherwise, the farm ad- 
visor declaréd.
